As you can see from the above letterhead, we are a research 
organization and do a certain amount of investigation. As a result, 
we have come upon information in the subversive field which we 
believe would be helpful to the F. B. I. In some cases, certain 
subversive outfits have made gestures to the writer to do certain 
things which are not to the interests of the U. S. A. 

The writer would like to get some sort of clearance or 
advice as to how to proceed in the matter so that he could help to 
expose these subversive machinations. 

Is there anyone in the New York City area that you can 
direct me to who is trustworthy? I emphasize this trustworthiness 
because, as you undoubtedly know, this city is loaded with "phoneys", 
and although I hope I am wrong, I presume that even your F. B. I. 
agents in this area-, or some of them, might have been "touched", 
and influenced somewhat by the local "gestapos" of the opposition.

The point I am trying to make is that I don't 
want you or your organization to think that I have any 
Communist leanings or connections (consciously) except for 
this association - which I feel I can use temporarily to 
aid us in our battle for what we believe to be true Americanism, 
patriotism, and U. S. nationalism. I therefore did want you 
to have this information in your files.
